la but one more of the lengthy 
procession of talented creative art­ 
ista whose career was cut short 
at its height Just when success 
seemed his for the taking. 
He is 
today considered second only to 
Vincent d’lndy, among those stu- 
dent-followers, 
of 
Cesar 
Franck 
whose names are today famous. 
Chaus son was especially gifted 
In the field of lyric composition, 
and various of his: songs are In­ 
cluded today on the programs of 
foremost 
concert 
artists 
every­ 
where. 
Perhaps one of the best- 
known as well as ono of the most 
beautiful of his many songs, is the 
wistful "Au Temps dee Lilas,” a 
time-honored favorite of that well- 
known 
California 
singer, 
Ellen 
Beach Tuw. 
Chauason’a 
youth 
was 
blessed 
with advantages of 
culture and 
education. 
Born in Paris, Janu­ 
ary 11, 1111, he studied law at 
the University in the French cen­ 
ter, and even obtained his degree 
In this line 
of endeavor. 
The 
artistic temperament could not be 
downed, 
however, 
and 
soon 
he 
turned to the pursuit of music, 
entering the Parts Conservatory at 
IS, beginning the study of com­ 
position 
with 
Massenet, 
noted 
French composer. 
Despite failure in his attempt to 
win the Prix de Rome, coveted by 
all 
young 
French 
composers, 
Chatwon 
continued 
his 
chosen 
work, and for three years studied 
with Cesar Franck, who was then 
head of the newer school of French 
composers, that was formed, after 
ltN . 
Franck, whose Influence was far- 
reaching In his efforts to revive 
the classic style, as well as to 
combine it with modern methods 
of harmonic treatment, numbered 
among his many pupils In addition 
to Chauason and Vincent d'lndy, 
Emmanuel Chabrler, Gabriel Pierne, 
Henri Dupare, and Charles Bordes, 
all of whom later to become fa ­ 
mous. 
Indeed, to Franck may be 
attributed Chausson’s definite de­ 
cision to forsake other lines of 
endeavor for his ultimate career 
ae a composer. 
Chauason was never scourged by 
the cruel hand of poverty in the 
way 
«O' many 
of the composers 
'have 'been. 
Throughout his brief 
life he was able to live in com­ 
parative luxury,, and pleasing sur­ 
roundings, with everything condu­ 
cive to his mental happiness and 
well being. 
His only torture was 
a too eensltlve nature, a lack of 
self-confidence 
which 
tantalized 
him for years after he had at­ 
tained maturity. 
It seemed dif­ 
ficult for him to settle himself 
down to his life-work, but after 
his association with 
French, 
he 
seemed to develop more eel f-as­ 
surance and courage. 
Doubtless it was also Franck’s 


ANDREWS 
Influence which resulted In Chaus­ 
son’s alliance with the National 
Society of French Music, of which 
he was an early member, as well 
as Its valued secretary for many 
years. At the concerts of this or­ 
ganization, 
many of the 
young 
composer's works were first per­ 
formed, and thus 
he 
gradually 
gained courage and faith in his 
own talents. 
Although Chauason first became 
widely known through his three- 
act opera "Helen,’* followed by a 
later and stronger operatic work, 
"’Le Roí Arthus,” 
he com'posed 
works ]n many varied forma, In­ 
cluding incidental music for "Lea 
Caprice» de 
Marianne,” 
Shake­ 
speare’# 
"Tempest,” 
and 
Bouch- 
or’s "Saint Cecile," a "Hymne Ve- 
dique” for chorus, 
th# dramatic 
scenes "Le Poeme de I’Amour et 
de la Mer,” and "Chanson Per- 
petuuelle," the lyric scene "Jeanne 
d’Arc,” a symphony, the symphon­ 
ic poem "Vivians," the orchestral 
”Un Sotr de Fete,” and "Solitude 
dans lea Bo is.” 
Other works included concertos 
for piano and violin, many works 
for strings, a beautiful "Poem" for 
violin, and 
great many exceed­ 
ingly 
beautiful 
songs, 
in 
which 
are best displayed his talent and 
individuality. 
As a man, Chausson was genial, 
kind 
and 
unassuming, 
rather 
quiet and reflective in tempera­ 
ment, of pensive, even melancholy 
disposition, finding hie chief hap­ 
piness in music, books and art. 
His home was beautifully furnish­ 
ed with art-treasures, and there 
he dwelt, amid a little circle 
of 
admiring, 
cultured 
acquaintances. 
As a composer, Chausson*s tal­ 
ent was essentially lyric. He had 
a marked feeling for melody, for 
the refinement of emotion, .an in­ 
stinctive delicacy th at made his 
work very distinctive and poetic. 
His Individuality Is stronger 
In 
his songs than In his orchestral 
or dramatic works, In which some­ 
times Is seen the 
Influence 
of 
Franck and Wagner, whom 
he 
admired especially. 
With continued effort, Chausson 
continued 
to grow 
In 
creative 
power and promise, until his tal­ 
ent was unmistakable. Had It not 
been for his prem ature death 
In 
June 18919, at the age of 44, due 
to an accident, while he was bi­ 
cycling, he would no doubt have 
attained to even greater heights 
among the ranks of the French 
modernists.

The Pantages verdict, by a jury that, found 
him. guilty of criminally attacking a young 
girl 17 years of age, was set aside by the D is­ 
trict Court of Appeals of Los Angeles county 
yesterday. 
For the public this is an exceed­ 
ingly .nfortunate circumstance. 
This is stated 
not w*ith the idea that the court was not legally 
correct in setting aside the verdict. 
They had 
the facts before them. 
With those facts they 
reached an unanimous opinion, and with such 
an opinion, we would not attempt to argue. 
The fact that Mr.. Pantages is worth his 
millions and is able to employ the best legal 
talent for his defense, has undoubtedly con­ 
siderable to do with the fact that grounds for 
legally setting aside the verdict w*ere discovered 
and ably presented. 
But w*hether he -■« a mil­ 
lionaire or a pauper, if he was not fairly con­ 
victed and if he was unjustly sentenced, he 
is entitled to his rights. 
The unfortunate part of it is that the public 
is confronted with the necessity of a rehearsal 
of the vulgar and salacious stuff that was pre­ 
sented at the last, trial, if a trial is to be held 
and attempted justice done, that is, providing 
there is a sincere and honest belief as to the 
guilt of Pantages, which we believe is the 
condition of the public mind. 
This must be 
presented again, or else Pantages must be re­ 
leased by the district attorney. 
We would not 
suggest for a moment that this presentation 
should deter the district attorney from his duty, 
for certainly this w*ould be no excuse for lib­ 
erating a man who was guilty of such a heinous 
offense. 
It is one of the difficulties and. unfortunate 
circumstances which are incident, to the clean­ 
ing up of the moral garbage which is a part 
of the work of the district attorney. 
The find­ 
ings of the court impliedly criticised the con­ 
duct of the attorneys for the prosecution. 
It would appear to one noting the facts as 
they w*ere adduced, that it was hardly necessary 
in order to bring about a successful prosecu­ 
tion, that the district attorney should have 
taken any chances,—he should have erred on. 
the side of the law and the rights of the ac­ 
cused.

man would hardly have counted it within the 
range of possibility that he would ever need 
help to buy food. 
When he had resources, he 
divided with others, as a good citizen should 
do. 
When he was in hard strait*, he had to 
accept a share of that given by others to help 
the needy. 
Such incidents are not uncommon in the 
life of a worker in one of the philanthropic or­ 
ganizations, 
Such, incidents help to empha­ 
size the importance of “bearing one another's 
burdens,” for you never know when conditions 
•re going to change, so that this year’s giver 
becomes next year’s recipient of aid. 
Year after year, the agencies supported by 
the local Community Chest fill their places and 
justify their cost by their success in adminis­ 
tering aid to people w*ho need it, just when it 
is needed. 
Such ministrations not only help 
to prevent crime, and save the staggering ex­ 
pense of indiscriminate charity, but further 
than that, they serve to aid people to help them­ 
selves, and to maintain self-respect and inde­ 
pendence. 
Emergency relief, employment aid, friendly 
counsel, encouragement, and frequently, super­ 
vision, are among the needs of those who seek 
help. 
It takes more than money, but it does 
take a lot of money too. 
Santa Ana’s problem 
of charity is happily small, when compared 
with other cities, but it is urgent, and requires 
careful, handling and adequate funds.
